WASHINGTON. Dec. 26 -v K-A 
Senate su bcommittee has accu sed 
the Army of “ inex cu sable and in­ 
defensible waste” bu t it say s it is 
clear "no one serv ice is more prod­ 
igal or more pru dent than the oth­ 
ers.” 
Waste by military forces is not 
intentional, the report said, bu t 
“simply resu lted from u nconcern 
with economy , an absence of gen­ 
u ine enthu siasm for efficiency , a 
widespread lack of any real ’cost 
consciou sness.’ *’ 
In a report to the Senate, the 
Armed Serv ices Su bcommittee on 
Defense Preparedness noted that 
“ two ou t of each three tax dollars 
the pu blic pay s are entru sted to 
the armed serv ices to be inv ested 
in America’s strength and secu r­ 
ity .’’ It added that the pu blic grad­ 
u ally w ill protest all ty pes of waste 
ev en if “they are sm all.” 
The sharpest protest was on the 
“ Army ’s wastefu l u se of v ariou s 
organized u nits which hav e been 
endlessly repeating training cy cles, 
apparently marking time for their 
u tilization." 
“These episodes," the

said, “ represent, in ou r v iew, in­ 
ex cu sable and indefensible waste.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26— ,f—A 
Senate subcommittee has accused 
the Army of “ inexcusable and in­ 
defensible waste” but it says it is 
clear "no one service is more prod­ 
igal or more prudent than the oth­ 
er".” 
Waste by military forces ii not 
intentional, the report said, but 
“simply resulted from unconcern 
with economy, an absence of gen­ 
uine enthusiasm for efficiency, a 
widespread lack of any real ’cost 
consciousness ’ ” 
In a report to the Senate, the 
Armed Services Subcommittee on 
Defense Preparedness noted that 
“ two out of each three tax doUars 
the public pays are entrusted to 
the armed services to be invested 
in America’s strength and scour 
sty 
It added that the public grad 
ually will protest all types of waste 
even if “ they are sm all.” 
The sharpest protest was on the 
“Army’s wasteful use of various 
organized units which have been 
endlessly repeating training cycles, 
apparently marking time for their 
utilization.” 
“These episodes,” the r e p o r t 
said, “represent, in our view, in 
excusable and indefeasible waste. 
The nation gains no strength m ere­ 
ly because more and m ort men 
wear Army uniforms.”

I also re­ 
pudiate any other statements embodied in 
our report from which any inference might 
be drawn adversely reflecting upon your 
character, reputation and patriotism. 
“ You m ar make such use of this letter 
as you deem necessary.

gram s a re begun in good faith late 
in the Fall by sportsm en and farm 
ers, but as the snows pile up, sup­ 
plies of corn and other grains run 
out.
